Might I ask our city fathers 
through your columns when we 
may expect to have an all night 


service from this utility. Some 
time ago we were told that. it 
would not pay to run this all 


night as there were so few users 
of the light. | think however at 
present that things have changed 


from what they were a few years 
ago. ‘There may be now more 


users of the light than formerly 
and if the council could, they 
certainly should give this service 
to the citizens say from Ist Sep-| 
tember to Ist May. 

lf the council had given proper 
to the town should 
never have lost as consumers the 
two garages who are now = run- 
ning their own plants, also the 
picture show,—and by the way, 
these places never seem to have 
any bother with their lighting 
systems, We are now running 
a gas plant instead of a steam 


service we 


| plant, avhich we were told would 


give us this extra service. and al- 


so at a cheaper rate. We are, | 
know, paying more for wages, 
ete., ~vhich everyone expects to 


do, and rightly so, as the work- 
men have a right to live, but we 
are paying also more for the light! 
Which should offset the increase 
in wages. 

There certainly seems to be a 
lot of waste light owing to the 
Way ®the streets are lighted. 
There ought to be a way of turn- 
ing off the lights in the streets! 
Without shutting off the business 
and private dwellings. During 
last winter we saw the lights go- 
ing on the streets long enough at- 
ter the sun was up, and during 
the darkness of night when they 


‘would be useful the town was in 


darkness. Then we have the 
porch lights. Why should the 
council give away what we can 
ill afford? Are not our. rates 


high enough? When I was a boy 
l remember reading of a certain 
gentleman in the old country who 
used to rob the rich man 
to the poor, viz: “Robin 
But the Claresholm ‘council 
seems in this matter to go the 
other way about and take out of, 
the poor man’s pocket and give 
to his richer neighbor. Anyhow 
that is how it strikes one, for if 
the man with the verandah is not, 
as a rule better off than the man 
without one, | have missed my 
guess.
